It is well known that what are termed 
ttret-olnaa operators read moBsagea not 
by means of punctures in strips of pa- 
per, which are only meant for tyros, but 
by sound— that is to say, by tho click of 
the instrument noted in connection with 
tho varying lengths of tho intervals be- 
tween the taps. Of course, by praotice, 
on operator's ear is rendered intensely 
sensitive, until it can catch the faintest 
vibrations or whisperings of his instru- 
ment. It would not bo supposed, how- 
ever, that this method of reading mes- 
sages would suit a deaf man. Never- 
theless, a deaf inan can accommodate 
himself to these circumstances. Wo are 
told that an employe of tho American 
Telegraph Company in Washington, 
though ho could not hear, was rated as 
a first-class operator, dealing with 
sounds, He could send and receive dis- 
patches by the senae of fooling. He 
placed his leg against that of the instru- 
ment tablo, and read by the Blight jarr- 
ing communicated, revising, solo speak, 
the text of his sensations by keeping his 
eye fired on the motions of tho instru- 
ment itself. 



MIDDLE AU1C. 

Middle ago is the one great test of a 
man's character.

CIRCUHTIOX OF MA1TKK. 

Notwithstanding tho constant return 
of plant and animal to the parent earth, 
ull the mineral matter they contain does 
not remaiu where thoy aro deposited. 
Rains and rivers daily remove from the 
soil a portion of tho materials which are 
so essential to the perpetuation of animal 
and vegetable forms, and transport them 
to the 6ea. Thus the natural store of 
mineral food becomes daily smaller, and 
the laud in consequence less tilted for 
tho growth of plants. But for this con- 
tingency also there is a provision. The 
solid rocks which form the crust of I Ho 
earth contain all these essential forms of 
inorganic matter in minute proportion. 
As these rocks crumble and mingle with 
the soil they yield constant small sup- 
plies of each ingredients — of phosphoric 
acid, lime, magnesia, etc, etc. These 
springs, which tricklo through tho rocks 
from above or from beneath, dissolve 
ami diffuse wherever thoy go. Thus, in 
many localities, a moderate supply is day 
by day brought to the siirfueo to replace 
that which, by natural causes, is con- 
stantly removed. And the great sous 
help iu this work of restoration. They 
heuvo their lofty waves into tho air, and 
break in foam, that tho rough wind may 
take up and betr back again to the land 
a portion of the salty spoils with which 
the rivers are over enriching them. And 
then, lest these small daily restorations 
should not succeed in perpetually main- 
taining the uocossary richness of the soil 
iu mineral plant-food, periods of convul- 
sions come at last to their aid, Great 
physical revolutions from time to time 
intervene. Now all at once and now by 
slow degrcos, the bottom of the sea bo- 
comes dry. Land and water ehango 
places, as they have often done during 
the geological history of the globe; and 
after each ohange new races of plants 
forthwith begin to take up what rivers 
and rains havo carried down into former 
sea-beds. The same mineral matter bo- 
gins to play over again tho name part as 
before in the constant succession of ani- 
mal and vegetable life. In this we tee 
b nother long cycle, through which cer- 
tain ingredients of tho solid earth are 
ever slowly moving.

Appropriate to the advertisement of 
the Skidegate Oil Co. in this issue it 
may not he amiss to again remind the 
City Council and the Board of Trado 
that British Columbia does not share 
in the benefits of the Washington 
Treaty. While lisli and t heir products 
from "the eastern provinces enter Amer- 
ican markets frcu of duty the same ar- 
ticles of British Columbia production 
are met with a heavy customs eh rge. 
The lame excuse for this distinction is 
based on the fact that British Colum- 
bia was not a member of the confedera- 
tion when the treaty was made in S 7 1 
and no provision was made for admit- 
ting her to the privilege? of the treaty 
after she had joined. The Americans 
have taken advantage of that omission 
and have sealed their ports against the 
admission of Columbia's fish products. 
The present treaty will shortly expire 
and it would be well if Sir Chakles 
Tuppeu had his attention called to the 
serious disadvantages under which our 
fishermen work as contrasted with the 
favorable situation of their brethren in 
the eastern provinces. Fish wealth of 
incalculable value goes to waste every 
year in these waters for want of a mar- 
ket. Should a new treaty be arranged 
it will be Columbia's own fault if her 
interests are not conserved ; and to jog 
Sir Ciiaules' memory in the matter 
might be productive* of very good re 
suits. 

THE YALE Fl HE. 

The news from Vale is very sad. The 
town has been again swept by tire. The 
blocks that escaped the previous visi- 
tation went down yesterday. They 
comprised the most valuable buildings 
and stocks in the town. Very little 
was saved from any of the burned 
buildings, and one life is supposed to 
have been lost. The buildings, with 
the exception of Oppeniieimer's ware- 
house, were of frame, but the loss will 
be very heavy —perhaps 8-00,000, 
about one-half covered by insurance. 
The government buildings were insured. 
OPPENHEIMER Bros, bad an insurance 
of i?-15,000 on their stock ami buildings. 
Many were so unfortunate as to have 
no insurance at all. The fire is believ- 
ed to have occurred through the care 
lessneas of a drunken man who is sup- 
nosed to have perished in the (lames. 
It is some consolation for the sufferers 
to know that the utmost sympathy is 
felt here for them in their affliction.

Gladstone was loudly cheered on his 
arrival at the house of commons this 
afternoon, A large crowd assembled 
at the entrance. The gallery was crowd 
ed. A large number of speakers were 
present. 

Under foreign secretary was pressed 
to answer the question as to whether 
or not the government would advise 
the khedive of Egypt to disband his 
army. He said the gravity of the cir- 
cumstances lying behind the question 
prevented him from being explicit. 

Various petitions were presented 
amid cheers from t he liberals, against 
the house yielding to the amendments 
of the house of lords impairing the pro 
tection afforded tenants l>v the land 
bill.

The house thereupon agreed to pro 
ceed with the consideration of the 
amendments to the land bill, and on 
motion of Gladstone the first amend- 
ment of the lords excluding from the 
right of free sale tenancies on which 
permanent improvements are to be 
made by landlord, was disagreed to. 

London, Aug. 1 G. -Great preparation 
ismakingfor the land league convention 
at Newcastle. Justice McCarthy will 
preside. Dillon is expected. I >elegates 
from each branch of the league in Great 
Britain will be present. Parneil will 
make a statement in regard to the fti 
ture policy and action of the homerule 
members of parliament. 

Col. ( 'lough w ho distributed stamps 
for the Irish law courts and w ho de 
frauded the government out of .L' 10,00<l 
by forging stamps, was sentenced to ten 
years' penal servitude.

T. P. O'Connor, home ruler, trench 
antly denounced the government for its 
surrender. 

O'Donnell, home ruler, noticed that 
tho liberals were green with terror at 
the prospect of the dissolution, and 
ridiculed the idea of a crisis. 

A meeting of the commissin of the 
federation liberal associations to day in 
reference to the action of the house of 
lord on the land bill was very numer- 
ously attended. Sir "Wilfred Lawson 
and .Monk, Collings, Fierth and Par 
ron, members of parliment, were pre 
sent. Resolutions were passed declar- 
ing the lords had mutilated the land 
bill in the interest of landowners so 
as to remler it. wholly unacceptable, 
and urging the government to adhere 
firmly tothcjbill which finally left the 
commons. li was also resolved that 
tha action of the lords raised a con- 
stitutional question tending directly to 
compel the country to consider the 
possibility of maintaining a system 
which will enable the irresponsible 
chamber to defeat, the will of the 
nation. 

Gladstone received ;i hundred mes 
sages and letters from liberal clubs and 
other organizations, urging the govern 
ment to stand firm. 

London, Aug. la. — Muring a bull 
tight nt Marseilles yesterday, several 
tiers of seats collapsed. Twelve poi- 
sons were killed and 150 injured. 

London, Aug. 1(5. — In the house of 
lords this evening Lord Salisbury made

— At the weekly 
meeting of the land league to day Sex- 
ton claimed that the league now ruled 
the country ; had prevented the cele- 
bration of Orange and Catholic anni 
versaries, which formerly caused blood 
shed ; hud caused parliamentary dead 
lock ; compelled the law to stand at 
bay and afterwards brought it in accord 
with the principles of justice. 

Liverpool, Aug. 1 G. — The Orangemen 
have enlisted 100 laborers to reap . the 
crops in the boycotted districts of Ire- 
land and b'O of the number started for 
I >ublin to day. 

New Vokk, Aug. 10. — The Ur.-ahP* 
special says: The election of presidents 
and ass 'ssors, who are to preside at the 
polls on the general election day next 
Sunday took place yesterday. Ill a 
vast majority of the districts the gov 
eminent candidates have, as usual, been 
appointed. Close on their heels came 
the followers of Castellar. Hardly 
forty conservatives will sit in the new 
parliament. C'arlists and extreme de- 
mocrats were beaten almost every where 
in the preliminary struggle yesterday. 
Conservative candidates are treated 
with great severity by the authorities. 
The combined opposition of all parties 
will scarcely muster ten members in 
the new house. Thanks to the strength 
of its majority the government will be 
able to carry out a vigorous policy ad 
vocating liberal reform both at borne 
and abroad. 

Terrible fires have broken out almost 
simultaneously in Mureia, Cordova, 
Huelva, Seviela, Leon and Castile. 
Whole mountain sides and thousands 
of acres have been lost. It is strongly 
suspected that these disasters are due 
to political incendiaries. If the guilty 
parties are caught they will he treated 
as brigands and summarily dealt with 
by court martial. Serrano is among 
the heaviest sufferers by the (ires. Tho 
authorities attribute these savage acts 
of incendiarism to (doctoral agitators. 
It is worthy of remark that the Spanish 
conflagrations coincide with the out- 
break of terrible forest fires in South 
France, near Bordeaux, which aro at 
tributed to malefactors. 

STETTIN', Aug. IG. - - Disturbances 
hero yesterday were occasioned by 700 
men parading the streets and uttering 
anti Jewish cries. Forty persons were 
arrested. The tosvn is almost denuded 
of troops owing to military raanouvres, 
and consequently great anxiety pre 
vails. During the recent anti-Jewish 
outbreak at Schievelbuin, Pomerania, 
damage to property amounting to ir>0, 
000 marks was caused, which sum the 
municipality will have to cover.

— It is reported 
that Ameer Abdurrhaman Kahn's sol- 
diers wdio went to Ayoob Khan after 
the battle are deserting back to the 
ameer. The envoy at Simla states that 
the ameer has a strong army at Cabui, 
and does not want money or arms. On 
the whole the ameer's propects are more 
hopeful. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Washington, Aug. 10.- The story that 
Guitteau attempted to stab his keeper 
who drew a pistol and that Guitteau then 
got possession of the weapon and tired it 
off, is denied.

Moreover, a teaapoonful of beef extract 
has twice been administered by mouth 
and not retarded. Small quantities of 
water swallowed from time to time excite 
no nausea -and wound continues to do 
well. At present his pulse is 112, tem- 
perature 99.8, respiration 18. Bliss and 
other Washington surgeons say the presi- 
dent had a very good day and has been 
benefitted by nourishment administered. 
In reply to question whether there hail 
been any vomiting the doctor said no; 
patient has retained nourishment given 
to-day When last taken, short time ago, 
patient's pulso was 114. 

9 p. m. — Tho president has been asloep 
nearly two hours. No recurrence of nau- 
sea in any degree. No morphia given to- 
day; his pulse at this hour is about 110. 

Washington, Aug. 17.— The feeling of 
anxiety and expectancy in tho city the 
past night was intense. In the streets, in 
tin neighborhood of the mansion, in the 
hotels and even private residences were 
groups of people who remained up all 
night and eagerly enquired after latest 
intelligence. Everywhere was the same 
feeling of profound interest and darkened 
windows. Tho White House was watched 
all night by patient crowds. 

At noon Justice Harlan of the U.S. 
supreme court called at the White House. 
He says that the vice president is hourly 
advised of the president's condition, and 
slated his presence here is not absolutely

A BYLAW 

Authorizing tno Mayor for tho time bc-iny 
of the Oil 1 of Victoria to confirm u 
certain agroonfbnt dated the 10th chiy 
of August 1881, and made hetween 
theMayu. of the City of Victoria and 
James Yates, for tho exchange by the 
said City of that portion uf land ly- 
ing hetween Lots 201 and '_'(),", in the 
aaid City. 



1. Whereas by an Act passed by the 
Legislature of British Columbia intituled 
" The Yates .Street Public Landing Act, 
1&S0," power was givon tu the Corpora- 
tion of the said City by a Bylaw duly 
passed to authorize the Mayor for the 
time being of tho said City to confirm any 
agreement which the Mayor of tho said 
City for tho time being might make for 
an exchange of that portion of land lying 
betweon Lots 201 and "203 and owned by 
the said Corporation for such a portion of 
said Lot 201, as might be agreed on; 

2. And whereas by an agreement bear- 
ing date the 10th day of Aug. , A.D. 1881" 
and made between John Herbert Turner, 
the Mayor of the said City of Victoria for 
the time being, therein referred to as the 
said Mayor, of the one part, and the said 
James Yates of the other part, it was 
therein agreed by the said Mayor and the 
said James Yates in the words and figures 
following, that is to say: 
MEMORANDUM of Agreement entered 

into the 10th day of August, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and eighty-one, 
between John Herbert Turner, Mayor 
of the City tit Victoria, 15. C, of tin- 
one part; am James Yates, of Edin- 
burgh Scotland, of the other part. 

1. The said Jan " Yates agrees to con- 
vey to the said Corporation the fee simple 
of that piece of land situated on the Wes- 
terly side of Wharf street and extending 
from Wharf street to the sea, with the 
liart of tho wharf in the rear thereof , such 
piece of land abutting on Lot 202 and hav- 
ing a frontage of thirty-five feet on Wharf 
street by an equal width of thirty-fivo foot 
and forming the Northerly portion uf Lot 
201, free from incumbrances. 

2. Tho said Mayor agrees that the said 
Corporation shall convoy to the said 
James Yates, free from incumbrances, 
the land lying between Lot 201 and Lot 
'20'i and known as the Public banding. 

3. A Public Landing to Harbor and 
Wharves shall be constructed at the joint 
expense of both parties conformable t«i 
plan herewith attached and signed by both 
parties. 

4. The said Public banding to be con- 
structed after tho conveyances have been 
exchanged on either party giving one 
month's notice requesting the construc- 
tion. 

5. The said James Yates further agrees 
to construct, within one year from tho 
first day of October, One Thousand Eight 
Hundred and Eighty-one, on lot 201, a 
building or buildings 'the cost of which 
shall not be less than FiveThousand Dol- 
lars ($5,000), and should the said James 
Yates fail to construct such building or 
buildings within the time specified, then 
this agreement shall be null and void.

At 3 o'clock this afternoon flames wero 
discovered issuing from a room in the 
Caledonia Hotel. The firo sproad rapid- 
ly. Tho wind was blowing strongly up 
the river. Tho adjoining buildings caught 
almost immediately and wore soon :mvol- 
oped. In a short time the firo crossed 
the street and caught tho new throo-story 
building of tho B. C. Express Co. and 
Irving's warehouso. Both sides of tho 
streut aro now a furnaco of seething fire 
—tho flames leaping from building to 
building with inconceivable rapidity. 

LATER. 

5:30 p.m.— The flames have extondod 
to the dwelling houses on Douglas st. , and 
tho courthouse and gaol are now on fire 
and cannot bo saved. Tho block from 
•and including Kimball & Gladwin's ware- 
house toandincludingthooxpressstables is 
a uuias of ruins. Both sides of tho street 
are lovolod. Tuttlo's, Bailey's and Op- 
ponheimer's dwellings, the courthouse 
and gaol are also gone. They aro now 
blowing up buildings in the further block 
to save that portion of tho town. In- 
sloy's hotel (situated below Kimball"& 
Gladwin's) was saved by steady persovor- 
anco and with it tho portion of tho town 
down atream. Soveral times it was thought 
that tho fight for it would have to bo 
abandoned, the heat was so intonse; but 
good fortune followed tho efforts of those 
who stuck to thoir posts.

Pursuant to announcement a prelimi- 
nary meeting was hold yesterday after- 
noon in Captain Dupont'3 office to take 
into consideration a project for forming n 
local Rifle Association. There wero pro- 
sont his Worship the Mayor, Liout. Col. 
Laurie, D. A. G., Capts. Dupont, Wol- 
fendenand MoDonell, Lioutenants Jones 
and Green, and Messrs. Prior, C. Todd, 
Bodwell, Ward, Eborls, Wootton, A. 
Sargison and others. 

On tho meeting being called to order 
tho Mayor was voted to tho chair, Capt. 
Dupont acting as secrotary. Tho chair- 
man then requested Col. Laurie to ex- 
plain tho object of the meeting which was 
at onco rospondod to. The gallant colonel 
spoke at somo length very forcibly and 
effectively on the desirability of forming 
a riflo association in this city to act as a 
feeder to tho more general provincial 
one. It was a difficult matter every- 
where to keep up a long list of really 
good shots and more so hero on account 
of tho corps being small. He noticed 
that the association prizes in this pro- 
vince wero generally carried off from year 
to year by nearly tho same competitors. 
This had a tendency to keep back othorB 
who wero not such proficient uhots, as 
they knew that thoir chances were small, 
indeed, of boing successful at the butts. 
Tlio object of tho local association would 
bo to train up young mon and bring them 
forward so that they might have a chanco 
of winning against older competitors. He 
would suggest that . the association adopt 
tho practice of tho California one and 
offer prizes for competition among thoso 
who failed to obtain GO per cont. of tho 
possible 1 number of marks, other prizes 
for thoso bolow 70, and so on up to 88 
per cont. This would train up marksmen 
from among thoso who wore not proficient 
and give thorn confidence; as thoy know 
they would only compote with thoso who 
wero not bettor shots than themselves. 
Tho formation of tliis association would 
not in any way interfere with the appro- 
priations made by tho Dominion govern- 
ment to the provincial association. There 
would be a special appropriation made to 
tho ono just about to bo forme'V 80 that 
it would secure holn from Ottawa that 
would otherwise not'be obtained at all. 

Colonel Laurio spoko enthusiastically 
and well on the subject which ho had in 
hand and inspired no little interest in the 
movomont among thoso who had tho 
pleasure of listoning to his remarks. He 
concluded by moving that a local associ- 
ation to bo called tho "City of Victoria 
Rifle Association" be formed. 

Mr. C. V. Bodwell seconded the reso- 
lution in a few very appropriate and fitt- 
ing remarks. 

Tho motion was supported by Cap 
McDontll, Mr. H. S. Roobuck and others 
and when put from tho chair it was car- 
ried unanimously. 

It was thou moved by Mr. Roobuck 
and seconded by Mr. Eberts that tho 
names of all in tho meeting willing to join 
tho association bo enrolled as members.' 
Carried. ' 

Mr. Bodwoll then moved, seconded by 
Capt. Wolfonden, that the entrance fee 
be §1 per annum. Carried. 

Mr. Roebuck was appointed Hon. Sec. 
and Treasurer, pro (em. 

A council was then selected to draft a 
constitution and codo of bylaws to con 
sist for tho present of 15 members, five of 
the number to bo appointod horeaftor. 
The following ten wore then olocted: His 
Worship the Mayor, Lieut. Col. Laurie, 
Captaina Dupont and Wolfonden, Lieut. 
Jones and Mossrs. Pooloy, Eberts, Prior, 
Roebuck and Bodwell. 

The Mayor waa appointed a convening 
member, of the council till full arrange- 
ments can bo made. 

It was decided" that another public 
meeting should bo hold on Monday even- 
ing next at tho City Hall to enroll more 
mombera and to adopt a constitution and 
bylaws. 

The meeting, which was a very har- 
monious and agreeable ono, thon ad- 
journed. 

AHardheaded Indian. — On Tuesday 
night an imbriated Siwash was kicking up 
a row on Store streot near tho edgo of the 
harbor when a polico officer, attracted by 
tho noiso made his appearance and en- 
deavored to quell the disturbance. As 
tho Indian did not seem disposed to take 
good advice an invitation was given him 
to accompany tho officer to Bastion street. 
This was also refused and in tho scuffle 
which ensued tho Siwash fell headlong 
over tlio porpendicular bank some 15 or 
10 feet down to tho rocks below. Tho 
officer made tho best of his way do wn and 
found the native insonsiblo and to all ap- 
pearance dead. After stretching him out 
ho went to the Telegraph Hotel for help 
to bring the remains up the rocks. On 
returning, to his utter astonishment, no 
ono was there either dead or alive. 
Almost before he had time to take in tho 
situation, however, ho heard the drunken 
Indian now quite sober hurling defiance 
at him and all myrmidons of the law from 
a canoo out in tho stream. It seoms 
therefore that ho was only slightly 
stunned by his terrible fall and finding 
the course clear ho made tracks for his 
canoo and soon got quite out of reach. 
The officer and his aids wero very agree- 
ably 'disappointed to find that they were 
rolieved of tho job of packing a defunct 
or dying Indian to tho polico barracks. 

The Globe Mutual Policy-holders.

A delay was granted 
the receivor's counsel, who, however, did 
not object to an interim dividend of aay

FOUR CASKS OF OIL FROM ANOTHER WHAL- 
ER SEEN FLOATING TO 8H0 RE—ACCIDENT 
TO THE BORWIN-VI8IT TO AN 
INDIAN VILLAGE. | 

[Special Diipatch to the Orcjonlan.l 

San Francisco, Aug. 15— The Alaska 
Commercial Co. 's steamer St. Paul arriv- 
ed this morning. She brings tho follow- 
ing intelligence: Captain Hoopor, of tho 
revenue cutter Corwin, received intelli- 
gence of tho discovery of tho wrecked 
whalers by Indians, May 20th, and at 
onco sent out a sledge party under Lieut. 
Herring to investigate it. The party land- 
ed on Kolutchiu island Juno 2d, and 
made its way ovor tho ice westward to 
tho mouth of tho Waukoreem river, about 
ono hundred and fifty miles from Cape 
Serdez, where it fell in with a party of 
natives, in whoso possession were found 
articles taken from the wreck. The Cor- 
win's party also talked with natives who 
had boarded the wreck. They exhibited 
two piles of articles which they said they 
had taken from her. They consisted prin- 
cipally of.'carpenter's tool's etc. Tho fol- 
lowing articlos wero recovered and have 
been brought to San Francisco to be for- 
warded to tho U. S. treasury department: 
One whaling iron marked B. K. (possibly 
initials of tho owners of Vigilant) witli 
five dots (supposed to mean boat No. 5); 
one pair silver bowed spectacles and case; 
ono pair marine glasses and one knife 
marked 7 V. on the handle. The natives 
said the wrecked vessel carried a pair of 
reindeer horns on her jibbooni. The Vigi- 
lant is known to havo carried such an orna- 
ment and is said to bo tho only ono in the 
whaling fleet having such, which leads to 
the conclusion that tho wreck was that 
vessel. Her cabin was full of water, the 
masts wero gone, and four dead bodies 
were found on her, ono of them in a berth 
the others on tho floor. The natives said 
the dead men lookod as jf they had been 
dead many mooii3; that tho skin on Lhoir 
faces was withered and drawn tight. From 
this description it was surmised that the 
vessel was wrecked as far back as the win- 
ter of 1879-80, tho first winter out. Tho 
wreck subsequently drifted out to soa and 
was lost sight of. Tho sledgo party being 
unablo to go further westward on account 
of the melting of snow, proceeded west- 
ward to Capo Serdez and woro picked up 
by tho Corwin Juno 29th. Thoy travelled 
in all 130 or 140 miles. The cutter had 
her rudder carried away by ice on Juno 
1st, but ropaired it in St. Lawrence Bay 
with materials obtained from the wreck 
of an old whiskey smuggler ashore there. 
Later she made a second landing «n this 
island and sent parties ashoro to visit 
the scene of the destructive famine 
of 1878-9. In the Indian villages few 
changes wero discovered. Dead bodies 
are still lying about in numbers. The 
surviving natives appear to bo in no want. 
They wero abundantly supplied with arms 
and ammunition and also with goods 
plundered from the wreck of the schooner 
Lolita. Tho latest intelligence of tho 
cutter's movements is up to July 9th, 
when sho sailed from Norton Sound for 
Golovin bay. Thence she was to proceed 
northward to Katzebuo sound and Point 
Barrow, to look after revenue matters, 
then westward to Wrangel land before tho 
ico closod in to soarch for tho Jeannette. 
Tho mildness of the previous winter and 
lightness of ico encountered by tho Cor- 
i gavo Capt. Hooper strong hopes 
of being able to reach and ex- 
plore that land. Tho whalers who 
were interviewed considered the proB- 
pect favorablo. Fears aro entertained 
that some whaler has beon lost as early as 
July. A large quantity of whale oil was 
reported seen by native otter hunters on 
tho sea about Jarlak island. Four casks 
of whalo oil drifted ashore tjioro about 
the samo timo. Those sights gave riso to 
the apprehension that some returning 
whaler was wrecked in a fog on outlying 
roofs or rocks about that island. The 
fact that packages of oil found were un- 
broken is thought to indicate that possibly 
one entire side of some unfortunate ves- 
sel was broken in, lotting tho cargo out. 
No further details of tho supposed wreck 
has reached Ounalaska up to August 4th, 
when the St. Paul left. 

At tho Seal islands tho sealing season 
closed succe ssfully on Ju ly 30th.

Port Townsend, Aug. 1G. — Schooner 
Ida Scanner arrived from San Francisco 
at 2:25. 

DoWolfo, first officer of tho Columbia, 
has been appointed to tho command of 
the now steamship Umatilla. 

Tho Sitka steamer California is on tho 
drydock at San Francisco: Tho steamer 
will be thoroughly overhauled before again 
taking tho line. Her engines are being 
compounded and a condenser placed. New 
boilers will also be put in position, and 
tho machinery overhauled. These alter- 
ations will greatly augment tho speed of 
the steamer and save tho consumption of 
fuel. It is tho purpose of the owners of 
tho California to expend abeut §25,000 in 
making these repairs. Tho steamer Los 
Angeles will continue on the Portland-

Portland, Aug. 16— The trial ot J. G. 
Robeson, charged with tho murder of J. 
D. Robb, was called yesterday at Astoria. 
Great difficulty was experienced in em- 
paneling a jury. Moro than 75 persons 
were examined berore 12 wero got. Tho 
trial will probably last a week. Testimony 
is entirely circumstantial, and Robeson 
denies all knowledge of the deed. The 
killing of Robb is considered by tho pub- 
lic genorally a cold-blooded murder, with- 
out provocation. Much interest is felt in 
tho result. The defendant is a nephew 
of tho ex-secretary of tho navy, and is 
highly connected east. Largo sums of 
money furnished by relatives will defend 
the criminal, and somo of the best legal 
talent has been retained. 

Four cases of smallpox are reported at 
Astoria by tho health officer. Every pro- 
caution will be obsorved to prevent tho 
spread of tho disease. 

Portland, Aug. 17 — Tho body of N. 
Holden, who was drowned at Ilwaco last 
week, was washed ashore tliis morning 
near whero he lost his life. The remains 
will be brought to this city for interment. 

It is rumored that tho Oregon Railway 
and Navigation Co. aro negotiating with 
Capt. Flavel for tho purchase of the Col- 
umbia bar tugs. 

The New York Mutual Life Insurance 
company liave paid to Mrs. Nesbitt, wid- 
ow of the late Samuel Nesbitt, §5007, be- 
ing the amount of insurance on that gen- 
tleman's life with accumulated profits. 

Foci. — The steamer Princess Louise re- 
ports dense fogs in the Straits from Race 
Rocks to Cape Flattery on Wednesday 
night and yesterday morning. 

The Western Slope did not reach New 
Westminster till one o'clock yesterday, 
having been detained by the fog.

Halifax, Aug. 5. — Moir, Son ikCo., 
bakers, of this city, have suspended 
payment. Their direct liabilities are 
estimated at between $75,000 and 
§100,000. A meeting of the creditors 
will bo held on Friday, the 12th inst. 

Ottawa, Aug. G. — Spaulding, who 
proposed to light the* capital with elec- 
tric light, left some six weeks ago for 
Boston, having previously arranged, it 
is said, for the admission of hia machi- 
nery here in bond, so that if the trial 
were not satisfactory it could be re- 
turned to the States. Nothing has 
since been heard of him. 

St. Catherines, Aug. 5. — All hopes 
of opening the new canal seem to have 
been abandoned for this year. 

Thurso, Aug. 5. — A sad drowning 
accident occurred hero this evening by 
which Miss Daisv Bate, daughter of 
H. N. Bate, of Ottawa, lest her life. 
She was bathing in company 
with two of Mr. Cameron's daush- 
ters, and venturing out too far, got 
suddenly beyond her depth. 

Ottawa, Aug. 4. — Lumber shipping 
this week is more active than at any 
time during the season. It is estimat- 
ed that 10,000,000 feet will leave the 
Chaudiero and Hull docks before Sat- 
urday. The recent advance in prices 
at Chicago has made the market here 
firmer, and buyers aro looking for bet- 
ter lots. 

St. John, N. B., Aug. 5. —Tho 
steamer Royal burned at Fredericton 
was a stern wheel river boat of 271 
tons and was built at this port this 
year. She cost the owners in tho vi- 
cinitv of $17,000 and was insured for 
$10,000. 

London, Aug. 4. — Hon. Alex. Mac- 
kenzie will sail for Canada on the 20th 
inst. 

The Canadian artillerymen aro not 
meeting with much success at Shoe- 
buryness. 

Barrio was visited by fire again yes- 
terday, some four buildings being burn- 
ed, including that of the Model School 

Pout Colborne, Aug. 4. — A younj 
man named Jcbn Snell, while in bath 
ing this evening got out too far, and be- 
coming tired gave up and was drown- 
ed. Mr. Willie Carter swam to him 
and caught hold of him before he went 
down, but his (Carter's) bathing suit 
becoming tangled with his feet he was 
forced to let go and save himself. Young 
Snoll was about seventeen years old 
and. acted as clerk to the Imperial Bank 
here. He was the eldest son of the 
Baptist minister here, who is at present 
in Dakota. 

Ottawa, Aug. 4. — Three large trunks 
containingsurveyingandengineeringim- 
plements arrived at the railway depart- 
ment last evening. These instruments 
being the property of the Government 
were no longer needed by them in Brit- 
ish Columbia, in consequence of the 
transfer of the work to the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Syndicate. 

Charlottetown, Aug. 5. — The Scott 
Act went into force in Queen's county 
yesterday. The taverns were all nom- 
inally closed, but a good deal of drink- 
ing was done, perhaps more than usual. 
This isnonecessary indication, however, 
of the manner in which the 
law is to hereafter enforced, for until 
its constitutionality is settled it must 
remain here as in New Brunswick to 
some extent in suspense. 

New York, Ang. 13.— The Herald's 
Hamilton (Ontario) special says: Hart- 
nmnn, the nihilist, is now in this city. 
Ho arrived hero a day or two ago undor 
tho namo of J. G. Black. The police 
keep an eye on him, but I boliovo havo 
no instructions to meddlo with him, as 
Canada has no treaty which would secure 
his extradition to Russia. Hartmann 
was identified by tho president(J) of this 
city, who saw him in New York. He is 
anxious to return to tho States, but will 
not do so till the Washington government 
gives a good guarantoe of his safety. 

Toronto, Aug 6. — Ono sign of tho great 
increase in tho shipping business of Lake 
Superior is to be seen in tho fact that a 
large ocean steamer is at present passing 
through the canal on her way up the lake. 
The steamship Campania has already 
passed tho now lock gates, but her length 
is too 'great for the upper locks, and it 
has accordingly boon decided to cut her in 
two pieces and tako them up ono at a 
timo. The work of dividing the water 
tanks has already been begun by Mr. 
White, and the separation of tho engino 
and hull into two parts will soon bo in pro- 
gress. Tho contract for the lattor has 
not beon placed, but whoever obtains it 
will also have tho work of putting tho 
Campania together.
